Court  to  wait  till  Friday  on  ports

HAIFA.  —  As  the  stevedores’  go- 
slow  strike  went  into  its  24th  day 
yesterday,  the  Td  Aviv  Labour 
Court  agreed  to  a  Histadrut  request 
to  give  the  stevedores  unto  Friday 
to  return  to  full  work  before  taking 
legal  action. 

The  court’s  decision  followed  a 
contempt  action  brought  by  the 
Ports  Authority  against  the 
stevedores’  committee  for  failing  to 
resume  work  as  ordered  by  the 
court  a  fortnight  ago. 

The  leaders  of  the  stevedores' 
committees  in  Haifa  and  Atiidod 
ports  argued  they  had  honoured  the 
court  oricr  by  passing  it  on  to  the 
men.  They  said  they  were  unid>le  to 


make  the  stevedores  work  more 
than  they  wanted  to. 

Yesterday,  the  stevedores  worked 
less  than  on  Monday,  and  in  Haifa 
turnover  was  estimated  at  only  25 
per  cent  of  normal 

An  emergency  meeting  of 
manufacturers  also  brought  no 
relief.  It  ended  with  a  decision, 
backed  by  the  government  and  the 
Ports  Authority,  who  were  bom 
represented,  to  establish  a  ^>ecia]. 
fund  for  airfreighting  “vital"  ex¬ 
ports  and  imports. 

But  this  decision  will  not  solve 
the  problem  of  the  thousands  of 
tons  of  exports  and  imports  that  are 
not  moving  and  that  planes  cannot 
handle. 

Manufacturers  also  called  on  the 


authority  to  “cover  all  losses”  they 
incur  as  a  result  of  the  strike.  If  the 
authority  agrees,  it  will  have  to  con¬ 
siderably  increase  the  handling  tar- 
rifs  importers  and  exporters  pay  the 
ports.  By  law,  the  authority  must 
pay  its  own  way,  and  is  not  flowed 
to  run  up  deHcits.  The  manufac¬ 
turers  would  thus  be  taking  rnoney 
from  one  pocket  and  putting  it  into 
another. 

llie  Labour  Ministry’s  chief 
labour  relations  oTTicer  Nahman  Or 
last  night  started  talks  with  the 
authority  and  the  stevedores  com¬ 
mittee  to  try  to  bridge  the  gap 
between  them.

Palestinians. 

Other  U.S.  officials,  however, 
were  by  no  means  confident  that 
Arafat’s  srfe  ejut  from  the  northern 
Ldianese  city  might  result  in  a  more 
moderate  J  erdanian  or  PLO  posture 
toward  the  peace  process.  They  si^- 
gested,  in  facL  that  the  conljict 
which  has  waged  nrithin  the  PLO  in 
recent  months  might  have  tiic  ex¬ 
actly  opposite  impact,^  since  b<rtn 
Arafat  and  Hussein  might  now  be 
even  more  fearful  of  demonstraung 
any  wniingncss  to  reach  an  accom- 
m^ation  with  Israel.

They  include  men  belonging 
to  the  Fatah  units  led  by  Abu  Mus- 
sa,  the  Popular  Front  for  the 
Liberation  of  Palestine-General 
Command  of  Ahmed  Jibril  and  the 
Hittin  Brigade  of  the  Palestinian 
Liberation  Army. 

Reached  at  his  Defence  Ministry 
office  several  hours  after  the  Greek 
ships  set  sail,  Nahman  Shai,  the 
minister’s  media  adviser,  said  Israel 
had  “almost  succeeded”  in 
preventing  the  evacuation. 

However,  “we  decided  to  act  like 
a  civilized  state  and  not  ank  tiie 
ships,’’  he  said.  Referring  to 
speculation  that  Israel  would  shell 
the  Tripoli  port  area  before  the 
Fatah  men  boarded  the  diii>s,  he 
said.

Crowds  on  shore  unleashed  a 
thunderous  barrage  of 
automatic  rifle  and  rocket- 
propelled  grenade  fire  in  tribute 
as  the  ships  flying  UN  flags 
sailed  out  f rom  Tripoli. 

The  evacuees  brandished  .Arafat  s 
portraits  and  Palestinian  flags  from 
the  deck  as  friends,  relatives  and 
remaining  comrades  chanted.  “We 
will  not  forget  you  Palestine,”  and 
“Abu  Ammar  is  our  leader”  —  Abu 
Ammar  is  Arafat’s  nom  de  guerre. 

Israeli  jets  maintained  a  day-long 
reconnaissance  high  overhead,  ap¬ 
parently  filming  the  evacuation 
operation  from  the  moment  the 
Greek  ships  arrived  at  mid-morning 
to  the  moment  they  left  414  hours 
later. 

The  French  aircraft  earner 
Clemenccau  and  the  destroyer  Ar- 
mand  escorted  the  Greek  ships  into 
Tripoli  from  the  Cypriot  port  of 
Larnaca,  and  then  left  with  their 
Palestinian  passengers. 

Israeli  gunboats  that  bombarded 
Tripoli  six  times  in  the  past  10  days 
to  deter  the  evacuation  operation 
were  not  visible  off  Tripoli.  The 
U5.  told  Israel  on  Monday  night  it 
“hopes  and  expects”  the  attacks 
will  stop  so  that  the  evacuation 
would  be  carried  out  safely. 

Arafat  flashed  the  V-for-viciory 
sign  as  he  drove  right  into  the  Greek 
ship  Odvsseus  Elytis  in  his  Range 
Rover.  Before  boarding  the  ship, 
Arafat  attended  a  15-minute 
ceremony  at  an  unfinished  port 
building  where  his  heavy  arms  were 
handed  over  to  the  Lebanese  .Army,

truck-mounted  multiple  rocket 


launchers  with  36,  24  and  16  tubes.

Rover  for  tfic  drive  to  the  ship,  a 
smiling  .Arafat  said:  "The  struggle  is 
not  over.  Wc  will  continue  until  we 
reach  Jerusalem,  the  capital  of  our 
Palestinian  state." 

.Arafat  was  supposed  to  board  the 
Greek  ship  Santorini,  but  a  huge 
croud  formed  near  that  ship  and  the 
PLO  leader  ordered  his  driver  to  go 
to  the  Odysseus  Elytis,  which  wu 
tied  about  200  metres  away.  His 
bodyguards  said  his  destination  was 
Tunis,  where  he  bad  set  up  political 
headquarters  after  his  ouster  from 
Beirut  after  the  Israeli  invasion. 

Bui  it  could  not  be  determined 
whether  he  would  go  straight  to 
Tunis  or  make  a  stop  on  the  Greek 
island  of  Crete  to  catch  a  plane  for 
the  rest  of  the  journey. 

The  first  ship  to  leave  port  was 
the  Naxos,  which  headed  for  Lar¬ 
naca  with  580  evacuees  aboard.  Ira¬ 
qi  planes  will  fly  them  from  Larnaca 
to  Baghdad,  according  to  PLO  of¬ 
ficials. 

The  Vergina  and  the  Ionia  Glory 
were  heading  for  the  Red  Sea  port 
of  Hodeida  in  North  Yemen,  the  In¬ 
dian  Ocean  port  of  .Aden  in  South 
Yemen  and  to  Algiers. 

The  evacuation  was  completed  a 
day  before  today’s  deadline  set  by 
Syrian-backed  PLO  rebels  for 
.Arafat  to  leave  in  peace.  They  had 
threatened  to  storm  the  city  of  half 
a  million  inhabitants  if  he  stayed 
bevond  the  deadline. 

Arafat  came  to  the  city  by  sea  last 
September,  in  defiance  of  a  Syriao- 
government  ban  against  his 
presence  anywhere  in  ^‘ria  or  in 
Svrian-held  territory.

2  IDF  soldiers  hurt

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Herzog  meets  Udi  Adiv 
on  tour  of  Ramie  jail

RAMLE.  —  President  Chaim  Her¬ 
zog  yesterday  met  convicted  spy 
Udi  Adiv  at  Ramie  Prison  on  his 
first  presidential  prison  tour.  Adiv 
has  served  iwo-thirds  of  his  iT-year 
sentence,  and  his  parents  have 
launched  a  drive  to  have  the  Hna! 
third  remitted.  Adiv  has  also  asked 
for  permission  to  get  married. 

Interior  Minister  Yosef  Burg  and 
Prison  Commissioner  Mordechai 
Wertheimer,  who  accompanied  the 
president  on  hts  tour,  were  present 
at  his  meeting  with  Adiv.  but  no 
details  were  available. 

H  erzog  is  on  record  as  supporting 
the  right  of  Adiv  to  marry,  but  as 
president  he  cannot  recommend  this 
or  remission  of  a  third  of  his 
sentence.  He  can  only  grant  a 
pardon.  Bert  Hanassi  said  yesterday 
that  the  president  expects  to  receive 
the  Adiv  file,  with  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  Justice  Ministry,  within 
a  few  days. 

Herzog’s  visit  was  not  directly 
connected  with  the  Adiv  case.  He 
said  before  starting  the  lour  that  he 
wanted  to  express  the  public's  anx¬ 
iety  at  the  growing  rate  of  crime  in 
the  country. 


The  prison  was  freshly  painted 
and  whitewashed  for  the  president's 
visit.  The  floors  were  still  wet  from 
recent  washing  and  flashed  with 
paint  spots  in  several  places. 


Prisoners  pushed  to  the  bars  over 
their  cell  windows  to  see  the  presi¬ 
dent,  some  of  them  holding  out 
written  requests  for  amnesty.  “Hey, 
Burg,"  touted  one  prisoner,  “how 
about  burglars’  exchange  for  a 
change?”  (instead  of  PoWs  ex¬ 
change).  Burg  asked  him  what  he 
had  eaten  for  dinner  the  previous 
day  and  the  prisoner  replied:  “meat¬ 
balls,  squash  and  dry  taead."  Burg 
promised  to  look  into  the  quality  of 
food  in  the  prison. 


Another  prisoner  a^ed  the  presi¬ 
dent  why  the  state  is  investing  so 
much  money  in  settlements  beyond 
the  green  line,  but  when  it  comes  to 
improving  the  sub-human  prison 
conditions,  there  are  no  funds.  The 
president  replied  that  although  he  is 
concerned  about  the  problem  of 
.overcrowding,  he  would  not  speak 
of  political  matters. 

The  president  visited  the  top 
security  Rakefet  section,  where  the 
most  dangerous  criming,  such  as 
Herz)  Aviian  ~  bn  trial  for  the 
murder  of  Prison  Commander  Ron¬ 
nie  '  Nitzan  and  suspected  of  the 
murder  of  fellow  prisoner  Haim 
Shoshan  —  are  kept. 

In  Neveh  Hrza  women's  prison, 
Avitan’s  wife,  Orit  Afbiv,  who  is 
serving  an  eight-year  sentence  for 
attempted  murder  and  robbery, 
read  out  a  cordial  greeting  to  the 
president. 

Herzog  ^oke  to  Sonia  Tailakh,  a 
German  who  had  trained  with  the 
PLO  in  -Lebanon.  Married  to  a 
Palestinian  who -is  serving  a  prison 
sentence  on  drug  charges  in  Ger¬ 
many,  Tailakh  said  she  had  come  to 
Israel  for  vacation  and  was  arrested 
upon  leaving  the  country.  She  was 
sewing  strips  kitchen  towels  at  the 
sewing  workshop. 

Rahamim  Aharoni,  found  guilty 
of  the  double  murder  of  Amos 
Orion  and  Azar  Cohen,  has  a  large 
number  of  plants  in  his  cell,  thanks 
to  one  of  his  cellmates  who  is  a  gar¬ 
dener.  Kozo  Okomoto  peered  at  the 
visitors  from  a  peephole;  Attorney 
Shimon  Hermon,  standing  trial  for 
the  murder  of  his  pregnant 
^rlfriend  Carmella  Blass  met 
friends  among  the  journalists  (“We'd 
pray  at  the  saime  synagogue")  and 
gave  him  messages  for  his  family. 

At  the  end  of  his  visit  Herzog  told 
reporters  that  he  had  been  affected 
by  the  prisoners*  concern  for  what 
would  happen  to  them  when  they 
left  the  prison  walls.

WASHINGTON  (Reuter).  —  A 
Defence  Department  commission 
yesterday  submitted  a  heavily 
critical  report  on  the  security  of 
U.S.  Marines  in  Lebanon  prior  to  a 
terrorist  bomb  attack  that  killed  241 
Americans,  a  Pentagon  spokesman 
said. 

The  commission,  headed  by 
retired  Adm.  Robert  Long,  handed 
its  "very  blunt  appraisal"  to 
Defence  Secretary  Caspar 
Weinberger  yesterday  morning, 
spokesman  Michael  Burch  said. 

He  declined  to  disclose  details  of 
(he  classified  report  requested  by 
Weinberger  after'  the  October  23 
bombing  of  She  marine  head¬ 


quarters  building  at  Beirut  Inter¬ 
national  Airport. 

The  lengthy  report  was  submitted 
one  day  aAer  a  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  subcommittee  sharply 
criticized  the  military  chaw  of  com¬ 
mand  for  lax  security  in  Lebanon. 

The  subcommittee  said  the 
Reagan  administration  was  partly 
responsible  for  (he  disaster  and 
urged  the  president  to  review  his 
policy  there.

Spokesman  said  yesterday. 

This  is  one  of  the  measures  the  IDF  has  decided  upon 
following  recent  murders  of  hitch-hikers. 

According  lo  the  moiy's  standing  regulations  women 


soldiers  may  not  hitch  rides  at.  night  and  can  be 
punished  if  they  do. 

Orders  now  being  prepared  say  that  at  nighttime 
women  soldiers  must  wait  even  for  military  vehicles  or 
busses  only  at  lii-up  bus  stations  or  hitch-hiking  sta¬ 
tions.  where  a  Military  Policeman  is  present. 

They  may  ride  only  in  public  transport,  military  vehi¬ 
cles.  cars  leaving  military  camps,  or  cars  whose  drivers 
and  passengers  are  known  to  them.  In  the  administered 
territories  they  may  not  travel  alone,  even  if  armed.

Inheritance  Law 

Changes  in  the  Inheritance  Law 
ure  contained  in  an  amendment 
presented  to  the  Knesset  yesterday 
by  Justice  Minister  Moshe  Mssim,  > 
which  passed  its  first  reading 
without  opposition. 

One  of  the  changes  provides  that 
where  u  couple  has  been  married 
for  at  feast  five  years  and  one 
(hem  dies  without  a  will,  leaving  no 
close  relatives  other  than  brothere 
or  sisters,  the  surviving  ^use  will 
inherit  the  entire  estate. 


If  the  couple  has  been  married  for 
less  than  five  yean,  the  surriving 
spouse  will  inherit,  as  at  present,  all 
the  household  goods  and  an 
automobile,  but  only  two-Uiirds  of 
all  other  property,  the  rest  being 
divided  among  (he  brotfaera  and 
sisters. 


Another  change  deals  with  the 
division  of  property  in  case  the 
deceased  leaves  a  spouse  and 
“children  of  two  ^es.”  The  law 
was  obscure  on  this  point,  and  a 
Supreme  Court  interpretation  was 
much  criticized  in  legal  circles. 

Under  the  court's  ruling,  if  a  man 
dies  without  a  will,  leaving  his  wife, 
a  child  from  a  previous  marriage, 
and  a  child  from  the  second  mar¬ 
riage,'  the  widow  receives,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  household  goods,  three- 
eighths  of  the  estate;  die  first  child, 
three-eighths,  and  the  second  child, 
one  quarter. 

Under  the  amendment,  the 
widow  will  get  one  quarter,  and 
each  child  three  eighths. 

The  three  speakers  in  the  debate 
all  praised  the  minister  and  the 
ministry  for  the  thorough  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  bill.  They  were  Haim 
Ramon  (Alignment),  Akiva  Nof 
(Likud-Herut),  and-  Mordechai

HAIFA.  —  Israel's  nuclear 
societies  opened  their  11th  annual 
conference  ^  the  Technion  yester¬ 
day  and,  as  they  have  done  at  every 
previous  meeting,  eaUed  on  the 
government  to  make  an  immediate 
start  on  a  nuclear  power  {riant. 

This  year,  the  200  participants 
were  joined  by  35-  e9C{>efts  from  the 
U.S.,  Germany,  Italy  and 
Svdtzerland.  They  discussed  safety 
measures  and  the  problem  of  siting 
nuclear  reactors  in  small  countries. 

The  president  of  the  Israel 
Nuclear  SocieQr,  Yjgal  Ronen,  told 
the  meeting  that  the  budget  for 
Israel's  nuclear  power  programme 
is  not  enough  to  cany  out  the  deci¬ 
sions  taken  by  tiie  government. 


He  said  that  recent  actions  by  the 
U.S.  Congress  and  new  regulations 
by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Energy 
are  limiting  the  transfer  of 
technology  by  American  bodies  to 
Israel  and  cutting  down  cooperation 
between  the  two  countries.  A  bill 
now  under  consideration  would 
make  it  even  more  difficult  for  the 
re-transfer  of  technology  to  Israel 
by  third  countries. 

The  department  had  put  Israel  on 
the  list  of  "problematic"  countries 
to  be  kept  away  from  nuclear  ex|>er- 
tise,  together  with  Libya,  South 
Africa  and  .Argentina. 

Ronen  appealed  to  the  30 
American  scientists  taking  {>art  in 
the  congress  to  use  (heir  influence 
at  home  “to  help  us  change  these 
American  policies  towards  Israel.’’ 


noting  that  such  a  change  is  in  the 
interest  of  both  countries. 

He  added  that  Israel  would 
reconsider  its  refusal  to  sign  the 
nuclear  non-proliferation  treaty 
(NPTl  when  guarantees  against 
nuclear  attack  by  others  would  be 
clarined.  This  refusal  is  a  major 
stumbling-block  in  Israefs  ability  to 
acquire  a  nuclear  reactor  from  the 
U.S. 

Despite  all  the  difficulties,  he 
proposed  immediate  measures  to 
put  Israel  on  the  road  lo  nuclear 
power.  These  included  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  professional  staff,  the  siting 
and  licensing  of  a  plant  (for  which 
the  Nitzana  seashore  site  should  be 
reconsidered  rimultaneou^iy  with  a 
possible  inland  site)  and  Finding  a 
solution  to  the  problem  of  cooling.

Unlike  the  PLO  rebels,  however, 
Arafat  is  likely  to  concentrate  his 
attacks  against  targets  in  Israel  and 
the  administered  territories  ■—  with 
the  bus  bombing  in  Jerusalem 
earlier  this  month,  for  which  Arafat 
lost  no  lime  in  claiming  respon¬ 
sibility. 

B'ut  most  observers  ag^c  that  it 
will  cmly  be  a  matter  of  time  before 
Arafat  returns  to  the  political'arena 
as  the  main  focus  in  his  struggle 
against  Israel,  renewing  his  dialogue 
with  Jonian  and  attempting  to  forge 
a  role  for  the  PLO  in  American-led 
efforts  to  loosen  IsracTs  hold  on  the 
West  Bank  and  Gaza. 

There  is,  in  fact,  no  contradiction 
—  from  Arafat’s  declared  {mint  tit 
view  —  between  an  escalation  of 
.the  armed  struggle  inside  Israel  and 
the  administered  territories,  and  a 
struggle  to  achieve  Palestinian 
national  goals  by  (hplomatic  means. 

According  to  one  weil-iaformed 
PLO  watcher,  the  Hebrew  Univer¬ 
sity’s  Muti  Steinberg,  it  is  only  once 
Arafat  reverts  to  terrorist  attacks 
against  Israeli  and  Jewish  targets 
abroad  that  one  can  say  for  certain 
that  he  has  abandoned  the  political 
path. 

In  the  first  instance,  Arafat  is

T^oi'  pofintei)  beaches  dosed

The  Health  Ministry  has 
ordered  the  closure  of  two  bathing 
beaches  on  Lake  Kinneret  near 
Tiberias,  following  water  tests  that 
revealed  high  levels  of  pollution,  a 
ministry  q>okesman  said. 

The  Tiberias  municipal  beach 
and  the  Sirena  beach  were  closed  to 
bathers  until  further  notice.  The 
{Wllution  was  the  result  of  repairs 
carried  out  on  the  untreated  water 
earner,  which  caused  tons  of 
sewage  from  Tiberias  to  flow  into 
the  Kinneret.  Both  beaches  are 
close  to  the  spot  where  the  sewage 
emptied  into  the  lake. 


The  repairs  and  resultant  dump¬ 
ing  of  sewage  into  the  Kinneret 
were  carried  out  against  (he  wishes 
of  the  Health  Ministry,  which  is 
responsible  for  supervising  the 
quality  of  water  throughout  the 
country,  the  spokesman  said. 

The  Health  Ministry  will  step  up 
its  testing  of  water  along  Kinneret 
beaches  and  has  ordered  increased 
filtering  and  chlorination  of  water 
going  into  the  lake  ui  the  affected 
spots,  he  said. 

The  ministry  will  take  further 
measures  in  accordance  with  the 
results  of  the  water  tests,  the 
spokesman  said.

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South  AMca,  Mozambique 
reportedly  holding  talks 


MAPUTO,  Mozambique  (API.  — 
South  Africa  and  its  Marxist-ruled 
rival  Mozambique  yesterday  held 
previously  unannounced  talks  in 
Swaziland,  the  Mozambican  news 
agency  reported. 

The  agency  said  the  talks  centred 
on  tensions  between  the  southern 
.Africa  neighbours. 

A  spokesman  for  the  South 
African  Ministry  of  Foreign  AiTairs 
acknowledged  Foreign  Minister  Pik 
Botha  was  in  Swaziland,  but  refused 
to  comment  “at  this  time*'  on 
whether  he  met  with  a  delegation 
from  Mozambique.  The  news 
agency  did  not  identify  the  Mozam¬ 
bican  group. 

Swaziland,  which  has  three 
borders  with  South  Africa  and  a 
fourth  with  Mozambique,  has  cor¬ 
dial  relations  with  both  countries, 
but  tries  to  prevent  the  black- 
nationalist.  African  National 
Congress  (ANC)  saboteurs  from 
slipping  into  South  Africa. 

In  Portugal.  Lisbon  Radio  quoted 
Mozambique  President  Samora 
Machel  as  telling  Portuguese  jour- 


noJisisi  “South  Africa  will  not  oblige 
us  to  recognize  apartheid  nor  to 
murder  the  ANC."  But  he  reported¬ 
ly  said  the  talks  could  help  the  two 
countries  “live  xviih  each  other, 
because  we  are  both  extremely  un¬ 
comfortable  with  each  other  now.' 

The  radio  quoted  Machel  as  say¬ 
ing  he  hopes  the  talks  lead  to  a  non¬ 
aggression  pact,  under  which 
“nobody  attacks  anybody,'’  and  the 
establishment  of  good  commercial 
relations. 

The  two  nations  have  commercial 
ties,  blit  are  otherwise  at  odds  over 
South  Africa's  white-minority  rule 
and  Mozambique's  policy  of  allow¬ 
ing  the  ANC  to  maintain  offices 
there. 

ANC  terrorists  regularly  plant 
bombs  in  South  Africa.  The  group 
killed  19  people  and  wounded  more 
than  200  when  it  detonated  a  car 
bomb  last  May  on  a  crowded 
Pretoria  street. 

Three  days  later.  South  African 
jets  strafed  and  tombed  alleged 
ANC  safe  houses  on  Maputo's  out¬ 
skirts.

Courtroom  guards  are  on  duly  during  criminal  trials,  but  judges  said  the 
greuiesi  danger  is  during  domestic  and  juvenile  hearings  when  guards  are 
rurely  present.

NEW  YORK  (AP).  —  America's 
heartland  shivered  into  its  fourth- 
day  of  record-breaking  cold  as  a 
frigid  blast  from  the  Arctic  sent 
Chills  from  the  Pacific  to  the 
Pmomac  yesterday,  stalling  cats, 
bursting  pipes,  closing  schools  and 
causing  at  least  22  de^s. 

With  temperatures  well  below 
zero  across  tto  northern  tUrd  of  tiie 
nation,  the  National  Weather  Ser¬ 
vice  oredicted  scattered  snow 
would  brii^  additional  winter  woes 
from  the  Rocky  Mountains  to  the 
Great  Lakes.  B  ut  the  snOw  was  only 
a  sidelight  to  the  main  show  ^  a 
miserably  stagnant  deep  freeze  that 
covered  much  of  the  country. 

Williston,  North  Dakota,  was  the 
nation's  cold  spot  at  40  below  zero 
centigrade  until  a  reading  came  in 
from  Saint  Qoud,  Minnesota,  at 
40.5  below.  Then  came  a  r*teional 
Weather  Service  announcement  o( 
minus  42  in  Harrison,  Wisconsin. 

At  least  22  deaths  have  been  at¬ 
tributed  to  the  weather  since  the 
weekend,  including  traffic  fatalities 
on  slippery  roads  in  Idaho,  Mis¬ 
souri,  and  Utah,  carbon  monoxide 
poisonings  in  Okltdioma  and  ex¬ 
posure  deaths  in  Iowa  and  Illinois. 

The  Arctic  air  mass  b  expected  to 
drift  slowly  east  during  the  next  few 
days,  bringing  some  relief  to  the 
Midwest  but  foisting  vranter  woes  on 
the  east.

yesterday. 

He  told  Pravda  that  a  group  of  of¬ 
ficials  in  the  Railways  Ministry,  in¬ 
cluding  a  top  departmental  chief, 
had  recently  been  sentenced  to 
terms  of  up  to  12  years  on  chaiges 
of  bribe-taking.

Philippines  reveriution." 

Cawigan  said  he  had  been  foe 
guerrillas’  first  choice  as  ex¬ 
ecutioner,  but  foey  changed  their 
minds  and  chose  Galman.  Galman, 
identified  by  the  military  as 
Aquino’s  killer  and  vriio  was  shot  by 
airport  guards  moments  after 
■  Aquino  was  killed,  has  been 
'  described  as  a  known  'Commumst 
guerrilla  leader. 

Cawigan  said  he  wanted  to  kill 
Aquino  because  he  had  been  a 
prosecution  witness  in  a  murder  and 
subversion  case  broi^ht  against  the 
former  senator  iriiile  foe  Phitippines 
was  under  martial  law.

SEOUL  (Reuter).  —  The  leader  of 
six  Chinese  hijackers  struggled  with 
guards  in  a  Seoul  coun  \esterday 
after  ju<^cs  spumed  their  appeals 
against  jail  sentences  for  forcing  a 
Chinese  airiiner  to  fly  to  South 
Korea. 

Priton  warders  bundled  Zhou 
Changren,  35,  out  of  the  courtroom 
after  he  refused  to  leave.  He 
shouted  to  reporters.  “Can  such  a 
decision  be  taken  in  an  anii- 
Communist  country?'*  and 
demanded  to  go  to  Taiwan. 

Rejecting  both  prosecution  and 
defence  appeals,  the  court  upheld 
jail  sentences  of  four  to  six  years  for 
the  hijackers,  one  of  whom  is  a 
woman.  But  it  hinted  foe  govern¬ 
ment  might  be  lenient  on  political 
or  humanitarian  grounds. 

The  defendants,  saying  they  were 
political  refugees,  have  demanded 
that  South  Korea,  which  has  no 
diplomatic  relations  with  China,  al¬ 
low  them  to  go  to  Taiwan. 

But  the  prosecutors,  while  admit¬ 
ting  that  the  hijackers  were  political 
dissidents,  asked  the  court  to  in¬ 
crease  their  prison  terms  to  up  to  10 
years,  saying  foey  had  endangered 
innocent  lives  when  they  took  over 
the  airiiner  in  May.

SurvivOTSi'  of  tile  blaze-  have-said 
seyecal  exits  were  blocked  when  the 
fire  Ixroke  out  early  on  Saturday. 

Hundreds  of  teenagers  fought 
their  way  out.  apparently  forcing 
doors  and  breaking  down  metal  gril¬ 
les,'  but  79  were  trapped  inside  the 
converted  music  halt  and  most  were 
suffocated  by  smoke. 

The  disco’s  owners  have  been 
held  in  custody  since  Saturday  for 
questioning.  They  were  transferred 
to  a  city  prison  yesterday  on  foe 
judge’s  order.

“They  Aould  be 
large  A  catch  the  'un.**  West-facing 
rooms  in  Acse  projects,  he  notes, 
get  strong  sunlight  in  summer  and 
none  in  winter,  and  also  are  exposed 
to  the  winds  that  sweep  in  every  day 
at  10.15  knots  across  the  desert. 


THE  100  units  in  the  project 
Rahamimofr  designed,  including 
collages  and  luo-  and  i.hree-slorrv 
buildings,  are  all  oriented  to  tlic 
south  with  large  windo'-^s  to  receive 
the  winter  sun.  “Mitzpe  Ramon  is 
one  of  the  coldest  places  in  the 
country,"  notes  RahamimolT.  "it's 
8S0  metres  above  sea  level  and 
that's  higher  than  Jerusalem.  People 
think  of  Ae  desen  only  as  a  hot 
place." 

To  hold  the  sun's  warmth,  glass- 
enclosed  “solar  balconies"  to  project 
the  south,  increasing  house 
temperature  by  four  or  five  degrees.

Ties  with  Japan

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JAPAN'S  ^LATIONS  wiA  Iml, 
traditionally  low-key  and  hesitant, 
are  scudfly  intensifying.  Die  “ririag 
tide  of  Japanese  interest  In  Israel”  is 
part  of  Jean's  general  movement 
towards  a  more  active  and  assertive 
role  In  international  aflairs  “com¬ 
mensurate  with  its  economic  at¬ 
tributes." 

This  is  the  a^essment  of  Ambas¬ 
sador  Haninori  Kaya,  who  recently 
completed  a  two-year  term  in  Israel 
and  has  become  his  country's  an- 
bassadoc  to  Denmark.  Tokyo's  new 
envoy  here  is  Shozo  Kadota. 

In  an  interview  summing  up  his 
tour  of  duty  here,  Kaya  spoke  of  “a 
growing  awareness  in  Japan  of  the 
realities  in  Ais  region. 

“We  are  sympathetic  to  the 
security  of  Israel.”  he  said.  “But  we 
have  sizable  reservations  over 
Israeli  policies  on  Ae  West  Bank 
and  other  matters.” 

The  political  fu^i^nt  of  Kaya's 
tour  here  -was  the  visit  last  summer 
of  his  deputy  foreign  minister, 
Toshijtro  Ndtajinia.  He  was  Ae 
most  senior  Japanese  official  ever  A 
have  come  to  Israel,  and  was 
received  by  Foreign  Minister 
Yitzhak  Shamir.' 

The  visit  was  seen  as  reflecting 
Jean's  satisfaction  u  Ae  peace 
treaty  between  Israel  and  Egy^  and 
the  whbdrawal  agrement  between 
Israel  and  Lebanon.  There  were 
"very  good  and  very,  frank”  talks 
between  Nakajima  and  Foreign 
Mmistry  D^reeto^Ceneral  David 
Kimche,  Kaya  recalled. 

IN  THE  cultural  field,  Kaya  said, 
there  has  been  “vcritebly  epoch-

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making”  progress.  The  Tokyo 
Opera  Tixmpe  took  part  in  Ae  1982 
Israel  FestIvaL  A  top  dance  com¬ 
pany  performed  here  wiA  much 
success  in  summer  1983.  And  Ae 
Israel  PhUharmottic's  lour  of  Japan 
earlier  in  Ae  year  was  a  resounding 
triumph.  More  recently  a  Hebrew 
calligraphy  exhibition  was  sent  over 
to  TtAyo. 

Israeli  exports  A  Japan  dropped 
sli^tly  in  (982  ^  A  5195  million. 
But  that  was  still  a  healthy  figure, 
and,  Kaya  said,  it  was  "impressive” 
that  Israel  was  "trying  liard  A  diver¬ 
sify  beyond  diamonds." 

Imports  showed  a  marked  rise  in 
1982,  and  presumably  through 
mueh  of  1983  too,  until  the 
economic  measures  began  A  bite. 
The  1983  figure  was  Si^  miflioa  — 
46  per  cent  up  on  1981.  Most  of  the 
Imports  were  cars  and  high- 
technoloQ'  consumer  items.  But 
Kaya  said  he  hoped  Japan,  too, 
would  seek  to  Averafy  and  sell  to 
Israel  more  industrial  equipment. 

He  conceded  that  the  Arab 
Boycott  is  “still  a  facAr,  still  un¬ 
favourable  A  both  tides.”  But  he 
argued  that  h  is  simplistic  to  blame 
Just  Ae  boycott  for  many  Japanese 
companies'  failure  a  do  business 
\riA  Israel,  “There  is  the  objective 
difference  of  tbe  size  of  the 
markets.  The  Arab  market  is  %o 
enormous...  It's  just  basic 
economics.” 

On  a  personal  note.  Kaya  said  his 
time  here  was  “veiy  pleasant  and 
unforgellable."  He  spoke  of  Ae 
“open-mindedness  and  open 
friendship  of  the  Israeli  people  —  in 
government,  and  in  journalistic  and 
academic  circles  —  Ae  opportunity 
for  free  discussion  wiAout  bias  and 
free  «tchange  of  opinions."  . 

Living  Japanese-style  in  Israel 
was  dilTiculL,  the  envoy  admitted.

Lack  of  ready  cash  may  force 
merchants  to  lay  off  staff 


Exporters  appeal  to  gov’t  and 
Histadrut  on  ports  strike 


Your  money  and  your  Questions

TEL  AVIV,  —  Storekeepers  will 
launch  their  end-of-'Season  sales  on 
January  I.  1984  in  an  efTort  to  in¬ 
crease  their  cash  flow,  Yossie , 
Shostak,  of  the  Federation  of 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  said 
yesterday. 

“This  is  the  first  time  that  the 
sales  have  started  so  early  ~  and 
this  shows  the  desperate  situation 
merchants  are  facing."  As  a  rule,  he 
noted,  the  sales  start  in  late  winter 
or  early  spring,  "with  the  previous 
earliest  date  being  February  I." 

The  lack  of  re^y  cash,  Shostak 
said,  was  due  to  several  factors, 
each  of  which  alone  was  serious. 
“But  taken  together,  they  create  a 
desperate  situation." 

The  first  factor  was  that  the 
merchants  were  hard  put  to  raise 
the  17.9  per  cent  needed  for  the 
salary  advances  (on  account  of  the 
cost-of-living  allowance)  to  be  paid 
next  Sunday.  “Sales  have  dropped 
over  the  past  months  by  40  to  60  per 
cent  in  many  retail  stores," 
S'hostak  said,  adding  that 
“many  merchants  will  probably 
try  to  postpone  paying  the  advance. 
Others  will  pay  it  —  but  will  fire  a 
few  members  of  their  staff  to  raise 
the  money."  He  thought  that  the 
number  of  merchants  who  couldn’t 
pay  would  run  into  several  score 
and  that  several  hundred  empk^es 
would  be  laid  off. 


The  second  main  reason  for  the 
money  squeeze  was  the  situation  in 
the  ports.  Literally  thousands  of 
containers  with  imports  are  tied  iq) 
in  the  ports,  some  even  in  Lanarca 
(Cyprus)  and  others  in  Piraeus 
(Greece).  Other  thousands  of  con¬ 
tainers  with  exports  (the  federation 
has  a  large  export  department) 
which  were  meant  for  the  Christmas 
season  in  Europe  are  also  held  up, 
“Not  only  that  these  goods  won’t  ar¬ 
rive  in  time  ~  it  is  well  nigh  impos¬ 
sible  now,  even  if  they  are  shipped 
out  immediately  —  but  after  they 
arrive  in  a  few  weeks  they  will 
probably  be  warehoused,  and  not 
.sold,"  Shostak  said  bitterly. 

Another  aggravating  factor  is  that 
on  January  2,  1984  the  banks  will 
charge  for  the  overdrafts  the 
merchants  have  run  up  over  the  past 
three  months.  The  payment  of  in¬ 
terest  will  make  a  huge  hole  in  their 
accounts. 

And  finally,  the  clerks  in  the 
Ministry  of  Defence,  which  are  ap-  ' 
plying  sanctions  against  their 
employer,  are  delaying  payments  to 
suppliers  as  a  means  of  bringing 
pressure  on  the  ministry. 

“We  are  not  a  party  in  this  dis¬ 
pute;  yet  we  are  the  chief  sufferers. 
The  ministry  ordered  these  goods, 
and  its  failure  to  pay  for  them  on 
time  is  forcing  many  of  our 
members  to  run  to  the  banks  to  try 
(o  raise  loans,”  Shostak  said.

TEL  AVIV,  —  The  Manufacturers 
Association  yesterday  placed  ‘Tull 
responsibility"  on  the  Ports 
Authority  for  the  losses  caused  its 
exporting  members  by  the  slow¬ 
down  strike  in  die-  ports.  The  as^ 
sociation  members,  who  met  in  an 
emergency  session  with  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Ports  Authority,  the 
Ministries  of  Transport  and  of  In¬ 
dustry  and  Trade,  demanded  that 
the  authorities  “take  immediate 
steps  to  stop  the  intolerable 
situation."  They  said  they  were  los¬ 
ing  markets  and  could  not  obtain 
raw  materials  due  to  a  dispute 
between  the  Ports  Authority  and  Us 
workers  —  “for  which  we  are  in  no 
way  responsible  yet  are  being 
forced  to  pay  the  price." 

The  industrial  exportera -also 
demanded  that  the  government  set 
up  a  fund  to  help  Ilnaflce  the  im¬ 
mediate  shipping  by  air  of  “critical 
items."  This  fund  would  aid  the  in¬ 
dustrial  exporters  in  cutting  their 
losses.  They  also  demand^  that 
raw  materials  in  the  ports  “being 


held  os  ransom  by  the  workers"  be 
released  immed^ely.  (Xherwise, 
they  said,  some  plants  would  be 
forced  to  slow  down  or  even  stop 
certain  production  tines. 

The  exporters  also  aiuiouneed 
that  they  would  not  pay  any  ad¬ 
ditional  levies  imposed  on  them  due 
to  the  strike.  AH  levies,  such  as  one 
for  demurr^,  should  be  paid  by 
the  Pens  Authority. 

The  Manufacturers  Association 
also  decided  to  arrange  for  a 
meeting. udth  Yeroham  Meahel  and 
Israel  Kessar,  secretary-general  and 
deputy-secretary-general  of  the 
ffistadrut,  to  convince  them  of  the 
seriousness  d  the  shuation.

Federation,  Eliahu  Izakson^  yester¬ 
day  cabled  Meshd  deman^ng  tha* 
the  Histadrut  intervene  in  the  ports 
strike.  “Our  failure  to  meet  export 
commitments  is  not  only-  costing  ts- 
millions  of  dollars,  but  also  badly 
damaging  our  reputation,"  he 
wrote.  He  noted  that  there  was  also 
another  type  of  damage:  psy¬ 
chological.  “Farmers  who  see  a 
year’s  work  rotting  away  suffer  psy¬ 
chological  effects.” 


SOLAR  PLANT 


Exchange  raised  58%  less 
money  this  year  than  in  1982 


Jerusalem  Post  Reporter 

TEL  AVIV.  —  The  total  amount  of 
money  raised  on  the  Tel  Aviv  Stock 
Exchange  by  new  firms  in  all  of  1983 

—  is  approximately  equal  to  the 
amount  raised  in  one  month  of  1982 

—  December. 

This  is  one  of  ihe  findings  of 
Meitav,  a  financial  consultancy 
firm,  in  its  survey'  of  funds  raised  by 
floating  issues  by  new  firms  in  the 
past  few  years.  Meitav  also  notes 
that  on  an  annual  basis,  the  total 
amount  raised  in  1983  was  58.4  per 
cent  less  In  dollar  terms  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

Moreover,  while  41  companies 
floated  issues  in  1983,  there  were  78 
in  1982.  There  were  only  24  in  1981. 
ten  in  1980  and  three  in  1979.  The 
biggest  issue  this  year  was  for  S13.3 
million,- by  Drueker. 

As  for  actual  funds,  SI  15.6m.  was 
raised  in  1983.  compared  to  S27.9m. 
in  1982.  But  the  situation 
looks  even  blacker  if  a  comparison 
is  made  by  three-month  periods  or 


by  quartets.  While  ui  1982  each 
quarter  showed  more  money  being 
raised,  in  1983  each  quarter  saw  less 
money  being  raised. 

For  example,  in  the  First  quarter 
of  1983  some  22  firms  raised  S59m.: 
in  the  second  quarter,  12  companies 
raised  S25.4m.;  in  the  third  quarter, 
there  were  only  nine  companies, 
raising  S24.3m.,  while  in  the  last 
quarter  (October  through 
December),  only  four  companies 
floated  issues  for  a  total  of  $6.9m. 

However,  in  both  1982  and  1^3, 
industrial  companies  raised  the 
most  money  —  42.5  per  cent  of  the 
total  in  1982  and  39.2  per  cent  in 
1983.  In  1982  land  development  and 
banks  (each  of  which  groups  raised 
ISJl  per  cent  of  the  total)  were  se¬ 
cond  in  .  importance.  In  1983  land 
development  companies  raised  26.7 
per  cent  of  the  total,  while  banks 
did  not  raise  anything.  The  third  in 
importance  in  1982  (with  10,7  per 
cent)  was  the  trade  and  utilities 
group,  and  U  was  also  third  in  1983, 
with  14.4  per  cent.

In  the  Beit  Ha’arava  plant,  the 
hot  brine  from  die  bottom  of  die 
210-dunani  and  40^unam  pools  is 
pump^  out  and  used  to  beat  a 
special  organic  fluid  with  a  low  boil¬ 
ing  point  in  an  Ormat  turbine.  The 
vapourized  fluid  turns  the  blades  of 
a  generator,  which  produces 
electricity. 

Over  3,000  Ormat  turbines  have 
been  sold  in  40  countries  over  the 
last  18  years.  They  have  been 
hooked  up  with  low-temperature 
heat  sources  such  as  industrial 
waste  heat  and  geothermal  wells. 

The  Ormat  turbine  was  first 
linked  with  the  solar  pond  concept 
in  the  experiments  a^sr  pond  com¬ 
pleted  in  1979  at  Ein  Bokek.  This 
ISO-kllowatt  installatian  was 
developed  by  E>r.  Harry  Zvi  Tabor, 
a  pioneer  in  solar  ene^  in  Israel 
and  head  of  the  SRF.  Ormat  presi¬ 
dent  Yehuda  Bronicki  worked  un¬ 
der  Tabor  in  the  early  1960s  before 
he  founded  his  company. 

Both  Tabor  and  Bronicki  paid 
tribute  yesterday  at  the  signing 
ceremony  to  the  father  of  the  solar 


pond  concept,  81-year-old  Prof. 
Rudolph  Bloch,  attended  die 
ceremony  in  a  wheel-chair. 

Tabor  demonstrated  the  practical 
validity  of  the  concept  in  a  solar 
.  pool  built  at  die  Dead  Sea  in  die 
late  1950s,  but  cheap  oil  supplies 
pushed  the  idea  off  the  national 
agenda  until  1974,  when  Tabor  con¬ 
ceived  the  Ein  Bokek  project. 

The  Ein  Bdcek  and  Beat  Ha’arava 
plants  were  both  built  with  grants 
from  the  Energy  Ministry,  which 
provided  7S  per  cent  of  the  S2Cm. 
cost  of  the  latto*. 

Edison  ^gned  a  contract  last 
month  with  Luz  Industries  of 
Jerusalem  to  build  a  13.8  m^awatt 
solar-energy  plant  based  on 
parabolic  reflectors.  Edison  senior 
vice  president  Dr.  Lawrence  Papay, 
who  reprinted  the  company  at 
the  signing  yesterday,  said  that  the 
power  generated  the  California 
solar-pond  project  is  expected  to 
cost  10  cents  per  kilowatt  hour.  This 
is  several  cents  more  than  power 
produced  by  conventional  thermal 
plants.  Although  the  economic 
viafailfty  of  the  plant  would  be 
"marginal,"  it  would  reduce 
reliance  on  thermal  power  plants  to 
meet  peak  dqmand,  he  said.

statistics  from  the  Bank  of  Israel  the 
recent  weekly  growth  in  Patam 
holdings  have  not  been  in  any 
proportion  to  the  sales  on  the  stock 
exchange.  Investment  in  real  estate 
has  fallen  off  sharply  over  the  past 
three  months  and  pureha^  of  cars 
and  of  high-priced  home  appliances 
have  also  receded  sharply. 

In  die  past  it  has  been  relatively 
easy  to  notice  the  movemem  of 
funds  from  one  area  of  investment 
to  another.  Then  the  bond  market 
was  falling  the  share  market,  for  the 
greater  part,  was  advancing,  and 
wee-verse. 

It  now  seems  that  moneys 
realized  from  the  sale  of  securities 
are  being  withdrawn  from  the  con¬ 
ventional  capital  market.  One  finan¬ 
cial  observer  has  suggested  that  due 
to  the  lack  of  darity  regarding  the 
future  of  the  economy,  there  is  a 
growing  recourse  to  the  purchase  of 
foreign  currency  on  the  *^blaek 
market.”  Since  the  Treasury  has 
stopped  selling  cash  dollars  to 
Israelis,  the  public  can  only  buy 
cash  Outside  the  banking  system, 
such  as  on  the  Rehov  Ulienblum 
'‘black  market”  in  Tel  Aviv. 
However,  it  is  imp^ible  to  monitor 
the  turnovers  of  this  market  and  any 
guess'es  remain  in  the  realm  of  con¬ 
jecture.

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A  Baghdad  connection 


THE  SURPRISE  visit  by  U.S.  special  Middle  East  envoy 
Donald  Rumsfeld  to  Baghdad  earlier  this  week  is  noteworthy 
on  two  counts. 

For  one  thing,  it  is  the  first  time  a  senior  American  olTicial 
has  visited  the  Iraqi  capital  since  the  Iraqis  severed  diplomatic 
relations  with  Washington  following  the  Six  Day  War,  17  years 
ago.  Secondly,  it  seems  to  represent  a  departure  from  the 
main  drift  of  Mr.  Rumsfeld's  mission  so  far,  which  has  been  to 
promote  a  seulement  in  Lebanon  and  to  reassure  American 
allies  in  the  region  regarding  Washington's  latest  strategic 
cooperation  accord  with  Israel. 

Iraq,  bogged  down  in  its  war  with  Iran,  has  not  been  a  patty 
to  the  Lebanon  issue,  and  whatever  opinion  it  might  have  on 
the  U.S.-lsrael  relationship  cannot  be  of  any  great  interest  to 
the  Americans,  given  the  state  of  U.S.-lraqi  ties. 

The  immediate  reason  for  Mr.  Rumsfeld's  visit  to  Baghdad, 
it  would  seem,  is  the  recent  series  of  devastating  bomb  attacks 
on  American  targets  in  Lebanon  and  Kuwait.  Washington  has 
made  it  plain  that  it  views  these  acts  as  having  their  immediate 
inspiration,  and  perhaps  more,  in  Iran  —  and  while  it  has  been 
careful  officially  to  take  a  neutral  position  on  the  Gulf  war  to 
date,  it  may  now  have  decided  that  any  escaJation  in 
Khomeini-initiated  anti-American  violence  in  the  region 
could  result  in  a  review  of  this  position,  causing  it  to  throw  its 
support  behind  Iraq. 

At  the  same  time,  however,  America  may  be  seeking  a 
counterweight  in  Baathist  Iraq  to  the  neighbouring,  but  none 
too  friendly.  Baath  regime  in  Syria,  which  has  apparently  been 
colluding  in  the  Shi'ite  suicide  bombing  attaclb,  at  least  in 
Lebanon. 

In  u  larger  sense,  Mr.  Rumsfeld's  visit  to  the  Iraqi  capital 
plainly  fits  in  well  with  the  ongoing  rapprochement  between 
Iraq  and  America's  traditional  allies  in  the  region  —  Egypt, 
Jordan  and  Saudi  Arabia.  The  Gulf  war  has  tended  to  draw 
Iraq  out  of  the  circle  of  radical  confrontation  states  against 
Israel,  and  into  the  circle  of  these  pro-American  Arab  states 
that  feel  most  threatened  by  the  spread  of  Khomeinism. 

This  process  has  been  accompanied  by  a  discreet  American 
effort  to  improve  ties  with  Iraq.  This  elTort  included  a  meeting  * 
at  the  UN  last  September  between  U.S.  Secretary  of  State 
George  Shultz  and  Iraqi  Foreign  Minister  Tarek  Aziz. 

In  Jerusalem,  this  development  is  apt  to  be  viewed  with  a 
measure  of  scepticism  mix^  with  apprehension.  It  is  clear 
enough  that  Iraq  today  would  benefit  from  America's 
backing,  but  whether  its  warming  up  towards  the  U.S.  suggests 
an  actual  turnabout  in  political  orientation,  especially  with 
regard  to  the  issue  of  peace  with  Israel,  is  open  to  question. 
Since  1948.  Iraq's  hostility  to  Israel  has  been  notorious,  and 
uncompromising.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  Iraq's  acquisition  of 
nuclear  weapons  was  seen  as  a  deadly  threat  to  this  country. 

A  few  months  ago.  it  is  true,  Iraqi  dictator  Saddam  Hussein 
indicated,  in  a  conversation  with  a  visiting  U.S.  Congressman, 
that  he  was  inclined  to  accept  that  Israelis  were  entitled  to 
statehood  and  even  security.  But  whether  this  meant  the  aban¬ 
donment  of  a  settled  anti-Israeli  policy  and  not  merely  a 
gesture  of  goodwill  aimed  at  the  U.S.  in  the  context  of  the 
Gulf  war  remains  to  be  seen.  If  normal  ties  between 
Wu.shingian  and  Baghdad  are  to  involve  the  supply  of 
American  arms  to  Iraq,  it  would  be  cause  for  positive  worry  in 
Israel. 

Yet  even  with  all  such  reservations,  a  blanket  disapproval  of 
'clo.ser  American-lraqi  ties  would  be  an  act  of  foolhardiness. 
The  further  drawing  of  Iraq  into  the  group  of  pro-American 
states  prepared  to  contemplate  Some  form  of  political  accom¬ 
modation  with  Israel,  and  an  increase  in  America's 
moderating  influence  over  one  of  Israel's  most  implacable 
enemies,  should  be  cause  for  at  least  qualified  satisfaction. 


’taint  Grupper’s  land 


BECAUSE  the  ousted  director-general  of  the  Israel  Lands 
.Administration,  Meir  Shamir,  will  not  contest  his  dismissal 
before  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  the  legal  propriety  of  the 
cabinet's  approval  of  his  firing  this  week  will  remain  unsettled. 
.As  an  Lssue  in  public  administration,  however,  the  cabinet's 
action  still  deserves -to  be  probed. 

The  decision  was  taken  by  a  cabinet  majority  which  held 
that  the  new  minister  of  agriculture,  Pessah  Crupper,  was  en¬ 
titled  to  get  rid  of  a  top  official  with  whom  he  could  not  per¬ 
sonally  get  along.  A  cabinet  minority  held  that  this  would  con¬ 
stitute  u  violation  of  civil  service  independence. 

Treated  in  the  abstract,  the  principles  adduced  by  the  ma¬ 
jority  and  the  minority  must  be  considered  weighty  and 
re.spcctable.  The  practical  question  is  whether  Mr.  Grupper's 
actual  motive  in  disposing  of  Mr.  Shamir  was  not  flimsy  and 
arhilrary. 

Since  the  agriculture  minister  has  not  deigned  to  spell  out 
what  it  was  that  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  work  with  Mr. 
Shamir,  recourse  must  be  had  to  published  rumour.  Accor¬ 
ding  to  one  report  Mr.  Crupper  simply  could  not  abide  a 
director-general  of  the  Lands  Administration  who  was  not  a 
member  of  his  own  parly,  the  Liberals,  let  alone  of  his  own 
faction  within  the  Liberal  Party,  but  associated  with  the 
Labour  Party,  though  not  active  in  it. 

This  might  have  been  a  good  enough  reason  to  separate 
from  his  job  ho  director-general  of  the  ministry  hsdf,  but  not 
the  director  .-neral  of  the  Lands  Administration,  which  the 
minister  d»'  n  .  oi  control  directly  although  he  is  responsible 
for  it  before  ih^  Knesset. 

.According  lo  anoiher  report,  Mr.  Crupper,  a  firm  believer 
in  the  virtues  of  private  enterprise,  suspected  that  he  could  not 
count  on  Mr.  Shamir's  support  in  the  sale  of  state  lands.  In  this 
he  was  absolutely  right.  Mr.  Shamir  has  himself  confirmed 
that,  if  ordered  by  the  minister  to  sell  state  lands,  he  would 
have  refused  lo  carry  out  his  orders.  His  argument,  however, 
\va.s  una.ssailable  in  its  cogency.  Basic  Law:  Israel  Lands 
provides  that  ownership  in  these  lands  is  vested  permanently 
in  the  stale  and  cannot  be  transferred  through  sale  or  in  any 
other  way. 

Plainly,  the  philosophy  behind  this  law  does  not  fit  in  with 
Mr.  Grupper's  own  views.  For  his  pan,  the  minister  could  well 
argue  that  with  some  nine-tenths  of  Israel's  area  being  owned 
b>  the  Lunds  Administration,  it  would  be  no  tragedy  if  some 
plots  here  and  there,  not  in  the  wastes  of  the  Negev  of  course 
but  in  the  northern  urban  areas,  were  to  be  “privatized."  But 
in  ihm  case  he  should  initiate  legislation  in  the  Knesset  to 
amend  the  Ba>ic  Law. 

A.s  matters  stand,  eten  a  replacement  for  Mr.  Shamir,  who 
fully  agreed  vi.ith  Mr.  Crupper  politically,  would  find  himself 
on  the  wrong  .side  of  the  law  if  he  allowed  the  sale  of  state 
lands.  In  the  meantime,  however,  another  step  has  been  taken 
in  the  pdiiicizaiion  of  Israel's  ^em  of  public  administration. 
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THE  ISR.AELI  economy  is  full  of 
surprises.  Tremendous  shocks  rock 
the  economy  while  we  all  seem  to 
lake  1t  in  our  stride.  First  came  the 
crash  in  the  financial  markets,  after 
which  40  10  50  per  cent  of  the 
I  traded  assets  went  down  the  drain  in 
1983.  And  now.  just  since  October, 
wages  have  been  eroded  to  the  tune 
of  about  one-third  (assuming  that 
some  18  per  cent  compensation  is 
paid  out  tax  free  by  the  end  of 
December,  before  the  cost-of-living 
allowance,  due  at  the  beginning  of 
February,  for  the  period  October- 
December).  Price  increases  of 
about  SO  per  cent  for  that  period 
can  now  be  safely  assumed. 

If  I  were  a  Likud  politician  I 
would  certainly  feel  a  deep  sense  of 
satisfaction.  Despite  all  these  grave 
internal  developments,  the  public 
has  not  revolted.  It's  as  if  everyone 
feels  guilty  over  their  having  lived  it 
up  during  the  period  of  Yoram 
Aridor’s  “cotTcct  economics." 
Maybe  the  Judeo-Christian  belief  in 
guilt  and  punishment  is  at  work 
here,  although  we  really  should  be 
punishing  our  political  masters  in¬ 
stead  of  ourselves. 

Or  could  it  be  that  the  sudden 
erosion  of  our  wealth  and  now  of 
our  current  income  has  not  been 
fully  realized  by  the  public?  (  feel 
quite  certain  that  once  the  public 
awakens  to  this  new  reality  then 
political  pressure  will  also  mount 
appreciably.  Or  are  the  Israeli 
workers  more  comparable  with  a 
herd  of  ^eep? 


Guilt  and

One  of  the  hardest  things  to  un¬ 
derstand  is  how  the  HUtadrut  allows 
itself  to  acquiesce  in  the  fact  that 
Yigael  Cohen-Orgad's  economic 
policy  is  being  executed  almost  en¬ 
tirely  at  the  expense  of  the  wage 
earners. 


This  massive  onslaught  on  the  in¬ 
come  of.  the  working  class  has,  at 
best,  been  countered  by  weak 
rhetoric.  The  lower  strata,  which 
most  enjoyed  the  massive  subsidies 
on  food  and  transport,  art  now  pay¬ 
ing  the  heaviest  price  for  the  in¬ 
dulgences  of  the  general  public. 
But,  strangely  enough,  the  fight  for 
this  group  has  been  feR  to  Tami 
politicians. 

Some  say  that  the  Histadrut  is  too 
tired  to  put  up  a  fight  and  that  the 
most  they  can  do  is  to  go  through 
the  motions.  Others  say  that  the 
outgoing  secretary-generaJ  of  the 
Histadrut,  Comrade  Yeroham 
Meshel.  a  too  t^d  to  ^e  on  yet 
another  minister  of  finance  and 


would  prefer  to  end  his  long  career 
on  a  peaceful  note.  But  this  is' cer¬ 
tainly  no  consideration  for 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  under¬ 
privileged  woricers  and  pensioners. 

Some  say  that  the  Histadiiit  simp¬ 
ly  has  too  much  to  lose  in  any  head- 
on  collision  with  the  government: 
since  the  Hevrat  Ovdim'  controls 
about  one-barter  of  the  economy, 
it  is  very /vulnerable  and  can  be 
directly  rtd  deliberately  hit  by  the 
government  —  and  in' the  place 
where  it  hurts  the  most...  the 
pocket. 

If  this  last  argument  is  valid  in 
-Meshel’s  eyes,  then  the  HUtadrot 
has  an  inherent  organizational  con¬ 
tradiction  which  ill  serves  the 
labour  movement,  a  contradiction 
that  has  been  consistently  denied 
since  it  was  established  two  genera¬ 
tions  ago.  For  then  it  is  true  that  if 
you  do  own  capital  then,  willy-nilly, 
you  become  some  kind  of  capitalist. 
This,  ipso  faao  is  bound  to  turn 


labour  at  the  grassroots  against  the 
Histadruu 

If  1  were  to  advise  the  leaders  a 
the  Histadrut,  I  would  tell  them  to 
stop  dragging  their  fed  and  make  a 
just  demand  for  a  sizeable  compen¬ 
sation  for  past  income  erosion  Mien 
the  next  wage  contracts  come  up  in 
the  ^ring,  and  to  serve  notice  of 
this  demand  right  now.  Should  they 
fail  to  do  50  they  will  face  the  “Thir¬ 
teen  Works  Committees"  and  other 
organized  forces  outside  the 
Histadrut  that  are  being  unleashed 
by  present  desperation. 

For  all  of  us  —  workers, 
employers  and  government  —  it  is 
better  to  have  official  Histadrut-led 
pressure  and  protest  for  reasonable 
compensation  now  than  to  pay 
over-compensation  to  the  more 
privileged  groups  that  are  strong 
enough  to  disrupt  the  functioning  of 
the  economy. 

1  already  envisage  the  outraged 
leader  writers  complaining  about 
strongmen  running  the  ports,  the 
power  plants,  etc.  Then  everyone 
will  bemoan  the  weakness  of  the 
Histadrut  leadership.  One  may  safe¬ 
ly  assume  that  the  present  unrest  in 
the  ports  and  the  under-the-table 
perks  being  handed  out  at  the 
Electricity  Corporation  are  straws 
in  the  wind  that  should  be  taken 
note  of  before  it  is  too  late.

must  depend  on  a  man.  This,  ^e 
tells  us,  is  the  reason  for  her  success 
—  e.g.  "I  was  a  total  amateur  —  I 
had  my  husband  to  back  me  up." 

Ms.  Brown  with  her  quick  mind 
ever  ready  to  pounce  on  the  new 
and  misuse  it  for  her  own  purposes, 
presents  us  with  a  magazine  whose 
covers  depict  women  oozing  sex. 
Dresses  cut  down  to  the  navel, 
.they  are  ready  at  all  times  to  pour 
forth  unhidden  treasures.  Women's 
struggle  to  gain  selfhood,  identity 
and  independence  is  torn  to  shreds! 

It  was  the  women's  movement, 
beginning  in  the  fate  Sixties  and  ear¬ 
ly  Seventies,  that  showed  the  end 
product  of  Ms.  Brown's  so-called 
“sexual  liberation."  Rape,  maritaJ 
rape,  battered  women,  incest,  por¬ 
nography,  sexual  harassment  were
